Everybody was asleep at 
9-49 this morning wher there was & 
explosion, which awakenei 
many. 
: Flames Follow Explosion. 

“Tt was impossible to tell from what 


direction the sound came and those who 
had been awakened were about to go to 
bed again after looking out of their 
windows and seeing nothing. when the 
postoffice building burst into flames. 
“The building is a onerstory frame 


awned by mé and used for postoffiice | 


and general store purposes. Aithough 
it is within fifty feet of my residence, 
neither myself nor any of the members 
of my family had been awakened by 
the explosion, although persons ying 
in more remote parts of the town were 
awnkened. Cries of ‘fire’ soon aroused

“Those who reached ‘the postoffice 
building first found that the back door 
had been broken in.

Karly Thursday morning after riding

Workmen arrived at 3 p. m. Wednes- 

day and started to dig a hole two feet 
from the southwest corner of the sani- 
tréum. 
: Dr. Maytield protested, but they did 
hot heed him. He telephoned to his 
attorney, J. D. Dalton, who advised 
him to notify the police. 

To policemen sent to tell them to stop 
the digging, workmen showed a city per- 
hit. Again the télephone got busy,

that the Chief of Police might be HNa- 
ble on his bond if he shoulda allow the 
telephone company to encroach on the 
property.

Dr. iri Buplains Mra, Mc- 
Lean’s Death Was Not © 
by Asphyxiation: ‘"% 


Chfbon Monoxide poison and not as- 
phytation caused the death of Mrs. Imo. 
gene McLean who was found dead from 
the effect of escaping gas.in her room 
at 1143 Olive street Wednesday morning 
according to a spectroscopic test made 
by Post Mortem Physician F. W. Abe- 
ken at the Coroner’s office, in the pres- 
ence of Deputy Coroner Lloyd Thureday 
morning. 

Dr. Abeken niade a thorough test of 
the blood taken from the veins of Mrs. 
McLean and showed by the lines of the 
spectrum that carbon monoxide was 
present in sufficient quantities to cause 
death, while no trace of the poison could 
be found in specimens of normal! blood 
which he put to the game test. 

Explaining his experiments Dr. Abe- 

ken said: “There was no asphyxiation 
here and my researches show that the 
term asphyxiation as applied to illumi- 
nating gas is a misnomer. Carbon | 
monoxide is a virulent. poison which 
contaminates the blood in circulation 
just as uraemic acid does. 
“When a person is choked or hanged 
he is asphyxiated, the word meaning 
that the oxygen in the air is cut off 
and that in the blood is used in 
meeting the shock. In the case of Mrs. 
McLean I find that the blood still con- 
ee oxygen, but-that the effect of the 
oxygen was nullified by the persence

The canal commission is heavily in 
debt and contractors are clamoring for 
the payment of their bills for goods de- 
Vivered months ago. The canal commis- 
sion will ask Congress for an emergency 
appropriation of 316,000,000 to pay its 
expenses for the next six months. It 
has entered into contracts for material 
amounting to $9,000,000, and it will need 
$7,000,000 for expenses from the present 
time to June 30 next. It owes 
from $500,000 to $1,000,000 to the Treas- 
ury of the Panama railroad, a corpora- 
tion owned by the Government. 

: it has been unable to repay this 

‘amount because the $10,000,000 appro- 

priated by Congress for work on the 
canal has been expended. When the rall- 
road officials called on the canal com- 
pany to repay the loan they were un- 
able to do so.

Jr., who shot himself in the abdomen 
in his home last ‘night. may recover, 
but his condition is most critical. 

The shocting is pronounced accidental 
by relatives and physicians, though an- 
other interpretation is put on it, due 
to the position of the wound and the 
secrecy maintained by all persons ac- 
quainted with the circumstances. Be- 
sides these his health had been bad for 
a long time.

The 
missile was found just beneath the 
skin. 

When the weapon .was discharged 
the muzzle was pressed well back to 
the right side and it is this unac- 
ecuntable position of the weapon that 
has caused comment. Dr. Bevan was 
asked: ‘Was there anything in the 
nature of the wound as you saw it to 
indicate suicide, or do you believe it 
wus accidental?’ 

“I don’t know anything about that: 
the operation and his condition is all I 
care to speak of.” 

Might Have Been Accidental. 

The question was repeated 
Bevan finally answered; 

“Tt might have been accidental, but I 
cannot talk about that feature of the 
case. <All questions of that sort I must 
refer to Mr. Henry Dibblee, Mr. Field's 
uncle.” 

Mr. Dibblee had a talk with Lowe, 
the butler, and Miss Penfield, the 
trained nurse. Four or five hours later 
he consented to talk with newspaper 
men, 

“Mr. Field shot himself accidental- 
ly,’ he said. ‘‘He was alone and clean- 
ing a revoiver and some guns in prep- 
aration for a hunting trip. I have 
heard him speak of this contemplated 
hunting trip. The revolver was an au- 
tomatic one and was in his hand. No 
one heard the shot, but we are certain 
it was accidental.”’ 

Took Life Easy. 

Young Mr. Field never cared for busi- 
ness with his father in the great F.eld 
mercantile enterprise to any extent. 

He has greatly enjoyed life, and has 
told his companions that his future 
being certain, he might as well cnjoy 
the present.

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POLICE REFORM. 

In the matter of policé reform for St. Louis, Gov. 
Folk has at last turned from glittering generalities 
to specific action. The summary removal of An- 
drew F. Blong was a long-delayed but effective step 
in the right direction. It is hoped that the new ap- 
pointee, Mr. George P. Jones, will prove the right 
man for the place. 

The Governor accompanied this change of police 
commissioners with an emphatic declaration of his 
views with regard to the reorganization and reform 
of police management. He indorsed the Post-Dis- 
patch’s demand for publicity in the trials of police 
officérs. On this subject he said: 

“In my opinion the trials before the Police Board 
should be public. Publicity is the greatest security 
the people have that their officials are acting 





“properly and is the most powerful factor in ob- 


taining good service.” 

Pledging himself to do all in his power to see 
that the department is brought up to the highest 
plane of public service and that all abuses are 
stopped, the Governor laid down for his reorganized 
board, the majority of which is in harmony with his 
administration, a sound policy of reform. Placing 
the responsibility for the management of the police 


upon the board, he said that while he believed that

the police force contained good men, that he was 


satisfied there was room for vast improvement. 


“Il want the commissioners,” he said, “to thorough- 


ly investigate the department, weed out the incom-

One day Elvidge, driving his automobile, met a 
carriage drawn by a fine span of horses.

The fol- 
lowing ointment is helpful: Salicyclic 
acid, 1 gram; oxide of zinc, 0-24; pow- 
dered starch, 0-24; lanolin, ® grams; 
vaseline, 10 grams. 

A Red Shade for Hair. 

P. A.—If you wish to make the red 
shade try this paste: Acetic acid, 4 
drams: powdered henna leaves, \% 
pound; white honey, 4 drams; powdered 
rhubarb, 4 drams; add water enough to 
form a paste. This paste is applied to 
the hair, which has been previously 
thoroughly washed. The ends of long 
hair are fastened in braids around the 
head and the hair is thoroughly cov- 
ered with the paste, which ts left on 
until it dries. The henna is then washed 
off with water which has been softened 
with a little ammonia. The operator 
would do well to wear gloves when ap- 
piying the paste, otherwise it will stain 
the hands. The longer it is left on the 
redder the hair will become. Fifteen 
minutes will give ® very perceptible 
change of color.

monia, 4% ounce. Mix all in one pint of 
soft water. Apply to the roots of the 
hair, which must be clean.
